The amendment filed on 27 July 2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention. 

Inventions drawn to original (now cancelled) claims 52-100 and 103 and new claims 104-127 are directed to related 
processes. The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as 
claimed serve different functions. 

While the original invention is drawn to receiving one or more genetic profiles of one or more patients and translating the 
one or more genetic profiles into one or more identifiers of a medical classification system for a medical literature database, the newly 
presented invention does not have these "receiving" or "translating steps." Instead, the newly presented invention is drawn to 
"searching a medical literature database by a computer using a medical literature classification system identifier for a disease 
integrated with an evidence based machine search filter; and searching a database of articles selected and reviewed by experts..." 
Consequently, while the original invention receives and translates data without regard to a particular search strategy (i.e. if the 
database is known to experts), the newly presented invention searches databases known to experts without explicitly receiving and 
translating data. 

Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants.
